REMARKS 

Claims 1-51 are pending in the subject application. In the outstanding Action, the Examiner 
has required restriction to one of the following groups of claims: group I (claims 1-16, 20-22, 
26-27, and 36-48) directed to a Pb-free solder; group II claim 49 also directed to a Pb-free 
solder; and group III claim 50 further directed to a Pb-firee solder. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, group I claims 1-16, 20-22, 26-27, and 36-48. 

The election is made with traverse because it is respectfully asserted that all claims are 
properly presentable in a single application. In particular, search and examination of the 
entire application can be made without serious burden to the Examiner. All of the above 
claims are directed to Pb-free solders. Moreover, in view of the Examiner's grouping of 
claim 36, which does not require Ag, in group I, it is asserted that claims 49 and 50 are also 
properly presentable in group I. 

Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
requirement for restriction. Prompt and favorable consideration of the subject application is 
also respectfully requested.
